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BOARD RESCINDS PREVIOUS MATTER

At the September 13 Huron 
Township Board meeting, fol- 
lowing a disagreement 
between ‘Trustee. Larry 
O’Kelley and Supervisor John 
Mitchell, and Treasurer Jarrod 
Barron, the resignation of 
Leslie Meyer, Director of 
Planning and Zoning, was 
accepted. 

O’Kelley pointed out that 
Meyer’s evaluation had never 
been compiled for her file. He 
said that it’s important that 
such records become a perma- 
nent part of a past employee’s 
record. Furthermore, « he 
reminded the Board had 
directed the Clerk to compile 
the responses and report them 
to the Board. 

The Supervisor stated that 
the Clerk and Treasurer never 
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bothered to complete their 
revaluations and two trustees 


didn’t sign theirs. Therefore, 


he felt the evaluation should 
be forgotten. 

- However, O’Kelley pointed 
out that the three legitimate 
evaluations should still be 
compiled. 

The Clerk argued that she 
was too busy to do the task. 
Therefore, O’Kelley offered to 
do it himself. 

The Treasurer continued to 
argue that he could see no 
point in placing the evaluation 
in the former director’s file. 

In other news: 

e The Township nativity 
scene was on the agenda 
again. Approximately 25 resi- 
dents attended the Board 
meeting in support of display- 
ing the creche on public prop- 
erty. During public comments 
several of them spoke. 
Supposedly churches in the 
Township were contacted to 
come and speak. However, it 


appeared that the only church 
represented was St. Stephen’s. 

Kimberly Blaker (this 
reporter) also addressed the 
Board but was interrupted by 
the Supervisor three times. 
Blaker’s comments fell under 
the length of time that a creche 
supporter was allowed to 
speak. 

When the item came up on 
the agenda, Treasurer Barron 
read a second letter he had 
submitted to the Michigan 
Township Association and the 
MTA’s response. He then gave 
his own interpretation of the 
letter. Barron motioned to 
rescind the Board’s previous 
motion, which was approved 
upon further discussion. At the 
request of Trustee Marlene 
Krause, no secular items will 
be placed near the creche that 
will remain on public property. 

The Treasurer said that the 
Recreation Committee would 
“entertain” requests by citi- 
zens who want to donate sym- 


bols of their own religious 
faith. He said the donations 
would be subject to a policy 
that the Recreation 
Committee, which he is on, 
had approved earlier this year. 
Upon investigation, the policy 
doesn’t exist. 

The rescinded motion was 
opposed by Trustee Mary Lou 
Carey and O’Kelley. 

¢ A request by Fire Chief 
Russow for fire lane designa- 
tions in Swan Creek was 
approved. According to Police 
Chief Metzer Swan Creek 
made a complaint over a park- 
ing problem. Upon investiga- 
tion, a public safety issue was 
discovered. Chief Metzger 
said that if the new parking 
restrictions would pose a park- 
ing shortage to the residents, 
he was sure they would have 
contacted the department. 

e At the suggestion of the 
Township’s Attorney Kevin 
Foley, an invoice for LDFA 
pavement improvements will 


be turned over to the LDFA 
for approval. The Treasurer 
said that typically LDFA 
expenses have gone straight to 
the Township Board and 
approved with the bills. 


‘O’Kelley recommended that 


the LDFA begin approving all 
of its bills before the Township 
pays them. Barron agreed to 
changing the practice. 

° Chief Metzger presented 
the Board with a compilation 
of possible items to be includ- 
ed in a new animal control 
ordinance. The Chief had 
received the ordinances of sur- 
rounding districts. The Board 
accepted the document and the 
ordinance will be on the next 
agenda for further discussion 
and possible approval. Some 
items that may be included 
would be cat licensing, licens- 
ing of kennels, pet shops, and 
horse stables. 

e A weapons purchase 
request by the Police Chief 
was approved.
